Approximately 5$50 of the Students at the 
Storrs campusare ofAsian ancestryandthey 
makeupthesecondfastestgrowing minority 
group following blacks. Among the stu- 
dents:demandssupportedbyBockareAsian 
American studies courses, an Asian Ameri- 
can cultural center and the appointment of 
high-level Asian American administrators at 
the university. 

Late last year; eight Asian American Stu- 
dents onauniversity bus travelingtoadance 
Were SUbiected to racial insults. During the 
45-minute attack, the Asian American Stu- 
dents were Spat upon and called a variety of 
Iacialepithets.One white male,a member of 
the university football team, exposed him- 
selftoanAsian American female passenger， 
Although resident assistants were present， 
no_ one interceded to Stop the harassment. 
Subsequently,， one Student was Suspended 
for a year and another Student was banned 
from university housing for two years. 

AccordingtoBock,no otherstudents were 
charged and the university"s investigations 
of this, as well as other incidents involving 
Asian students, have not been satisfactory， 
“University officials did the minimum or 
nothing. There may be actual malfeasance 
on the part of university officials. They ve 
chosen not to investigate themselves.” 

Ann Huckenbeck, Special assistant to the 
UConn's President John T. Casteen II told 
EastWestthis weekthatthe disciplinemeted 
outto the guilty students was as Severe 3S 站 
could be, given the Statement of witnesses 
andthedisciplinary provisions ofthe student 
handbook. 


Huckenbeck Said a study group under Al- 
pha Chiang，a professor of economics at 
UConn and a one of the founders of the cam- 
pus Chinese 'Club，has completed the first 
phase of his study on the need for an Asian 
Studies department， According toO Hucken- 
beck，the Study group includes Bock and 
Maria Ho, a student whose Sister was one of 
the students on the bus.

NEW YORK - A 45-year-old Chinese 
man engaged in a tension-filled standoff 
With police Tuesday thatended after 8 1/2 
hours with the man?s two young children 
founddead, 14policeofficers woundedby 
shotgunpellets and the gunman dead from 
bullet wounds.

The man, identified as 
Cho-mun Chu, fired shotgun blasts from 
his apartment forced the closing of the 
main street leading to Wall Street and 
Snarled traffic all over town for hours. 

Whenpolice forced entry into the apart- 
ment the man began firing point-blank 
from. behind a barricade of living-room 
furniture and wounded 11 officers, police 
Said. Officers fired backand hitChuinthe 
chestwithtwobullets.The injured officers 
were taken to Bellevue Hospital Center 
With superficial wounds. Chu was also
